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EDITORIAL    COMMENT 


Commencement 


The  one  hundred  and  eightieth  session  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  came  to  a  close  on  June  4.  This  was  President 
Robert's  first  commencement  and  the  first  session  in  his 
administration.  It  has  been  a  successful  one,  and  the 
commencement  under  his  guidance  went  off  with  pleasing 
smoothness.  As  a  presiding  officer  Dr.  Robert  is  out- 
standing. He  was  particularly  happy  in  the  manner 
in  which  the  three  honorary  degrees  were  conferred, 
and  what  he  had  to  say  during  the  less  than  an  hour 
which  the  exercise  lasted  was  most  fitting  and  to  the 
point.  The  touch  of  humor  with  which  he  is  endowed 
was  most  efifectively  used.  Certainly 
this  session  augurs  well  for  Dr.  Rob- 
ert's continvied  success  and  the  advance- 
ment of  the  College  under  his  adminis- 
tration. 

The  graduating  class,  while  not  as 
large  as  some  we  have  had,  numbered 
sixty  men  and  was  an  excellent  group. 
Dr.  Robert  had  every  right  to  feel 
proud  of  this  the  first  graduating  class 
under  his  administration,  and  the  class 
to  feel  proud  of  its  president.

No  attempt  is  made  here  to 
recount  the  proceedings ;  this  is  mainly 
a  compliment  to  Dr.  Robert  and  to 
accord  him  the  congratulations  of  the 
alumni  through  this,  their  own  publica- 
tion.

The  Kaleidoscope 


The  Kah'idosirjfic  for  1956,  of  which 
Royster  Lyle  of  Danville  was  editor-in- 
chief,  is  a  handsome  volume  which 
surpasses  any  which  has  been  published 
here  for  a  number  of  years.  It  is 
dedicated  to  Dr.  D.  Maurice  Allan, 
'16,    Professor   of    Psychology. 

The  large  number  of  photographs 
used  and  their  arrangement  are  of 
superior  excellence,  patricularly  those 
of  college  buildings,  campus  scenes,  and 
student  groups.  The  individual  pic- 
tures of  members  of  classes,  fraterni- 
ties, and  other  organizations  are  unusu- 
ally good.  Moreover  there  are  some 
articles,  many  of  them  brief,  which  are 
most  interesting. 

Particularly    effective    is    the    treat- 
ment  of  material   on  John   Hampden 
and  Algernon  Sydney,  those  great  pa- 
triots and  champions  of  civic  and   re- 
ligious liberty  for  whom   the   College 
is  named.    The  arrangement  of  photo- 
graphs  of    paintings   of    these   men   as 
well   as  of  their  ancestral  homes,   Hampden   House  and 
Penshurst'  are  accompanied  by  brief  sketches,  and  the  re- 
sult is  most  pleasing. 

This  book  is  designated  as  the  sixtieth  \olume,  but  the 
first  Kaleidoscope  appeared  in  1893  with  Daniel  Spotts- 
wood  as  editor-in-chief.  For  several  years  no  Kaleidoscope 
.ippeared.  This  first  volume  contained,  besides  photographs 
and  drawings,  quite  a  number  of  articles  of  great  his- 
torical interest.  Following  this  example,  it  was  customary 
tor  the  book  to  contain  a  great  deal  of  reading  matter. 
Later,  however,  most  of  the  volumes  were  largelv  picture 
galleries  of  students  and  student  groups.  It  is  pleasing 
that    the   present    v(dume   has    made   some    return    to    the 
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former  custom  of  supplying  well  worth-while  reading 
matter. 

This  volume  will  be  especially  valued  as  a  record  of  the 
college  days  of  those  students  who  were  here  for  four 
years  and  a  pleasant  source  from  which  to  recall  their 
student  days,  their  classmates  and  school  fellows,  as  well 
as  those  under  whom  they  received  instruction.  It  will 
also  bring  pleasing  recollections  to  those  who  trod  the 
campus  many  years  gone  by. 

It  is  manifest  that  the  editors  have  taken  care  to 
preserve  all  the  activities  of  college  life,  both  in  the 
classroom  and  on  the  athletic  fields  and  courts,  as  well 
as  in  all  group  activities  with  which  the  students  are 
concerned.  It  is  evident  that  the  editors  gave  careful 
thought  and  preparation  to  the  arrangement  of  the  volume 
and  deserve  the  highest  credit  and  congratulations.  It 
is  pleasing  also  to  note  that  the  binding  chosen  was  in 
garnet  and  grey,  which  harks  back  to  the  first  volume  in 
1893-

In  this  issue  of  The  Record  I  wouiJ  like  to  aildress 
a  few  remarks  to  the  alumni  in  general,  and  then  make 
a  brief  statement  to  the  members  of  the  class  of  "56. 

At  the  close  of  my  first  \ear  on  the  Hill,  I  should  in 
simple  decenc\  express  thanks  for  the  handsome  way  in 
which  I  have  been  welcomed  by  the  local  alumni  associa- 
tions. Since  coming  tn  Hampden-Sydney,  I  have  visited 
and  spoken  to  an  even  dozen  alumni  groups  in  the  follow- 
ing cities:  New  A'ork  City,  \\'ashington  (Alexandria), 
Richmond,  Norfolk,  Lynchburg,  Danville,  Martinsville, 
Atlanta,  Miami,  Birmingham,  Lewisburg  and  Charleston, 
^Vest  ^'irginia.  My  education  in  the  ways  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  has  been  measurably  enriched  by  the  conversations 
with  you  in  your  home  towns. 

And  all  members  of  the  faculty  and  administrative  staff 
rejoiced  at  your  returning  for  major  celebrations  such  as 
homecoming,  the  inauguration,  and  commencement,  and 
were  particularly  pleased  when  you  dropped  in  for  a 
quiet,  unannounced  visit  to  recall  the  scenes  of  yoiu' 
school  days  and  to  tell  us  how  those  days  looked  from 
the  \antage  point  of  1956.  As  for  myself,  I  assure  you 
that  your  questions  and  suggestions  have  afforded  nie  not 
only  new  insight  into  the  traditions  of  this  institution, 
but  a  new  vision  for  its  future. 

Certainly  \ou  who  worked  for  and  contributed  to  the 
Alumni  Fluid  deserxe  our  heartiest  thanks  for  maintaining 
j  at  a  useful  level  this  important  source  of  revenue.  Many 
of  you  have  sacrificed  that  we  might  have  a  life-saving 
margin  of  financial  support.  It  is  in  no  spirit  of  ingratitude 
that  I  report  approximately  tweiitv-seven  percent  as  the 
fraction  joining  in  this  expression  of  loyalty  to  the  college. 
In  the  future  we  hope  to  present  a  program  calling  for 
something  nearer  unanimity. 

A  special  group  known  as  "Parents  and  Friends"  during 
the  year  enhanced  the  beauty  of  the  Hill  by  the  planting 
of  shrubs  and  strengthened  our  human  resources  by  in- 
vesting in  several  scholarships.  We  are  extremely  grateful 
for  this  aid. 

In  these  paragraphs  I  cannot  enmnerate  all  the  gifts 
which  have  come  to  us  during  the  year,  but  I  shall  indi- 
cate some  major  items.  You  already  know  of  the  Ford 
grant  of  approximately  $74,000.  ^'ou  have  had  some 
early  statement  of  our  share,  approximately  $14,0110  of 
the  contributions  made  by  corporations  to  the  \'irginia 
Foundation  for  Independent  Colleges.  I  want  to  give 
at  this  time  the  first  printed  notice  of  a  remarkable  gift 
of  $20,o<"0  from  a  gentleman  who  prefers  to  be  anony- 
mous. The  money  is  to  be  spent  for  professorial  salaries. 
The  donor  told  me  that  at  the  end  of  three  years  he 
would  like  not  only  a  report  as  to  how  this  money  was 
used,  but  also  a  statement  as  to  whether  those  more  di- 
rectlv  responsible  for  the  college,  meaning  the  alumni  and 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  were  doing  their  part.  All  1  can 
say  is  that  the  gift  was  magnificent,  and  the  challenge 
thought-provoking. 


In  other  pages  of  The  Record  you  ma\'  find  a  listing 
of  triumphant  activities  during  the  year,  but  I  cannot 
resist  giving  special  congratulations  to  Dr.  Charles  McRae 
for  his  fellowship  award  by  the  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, and  to  Dr.  Francis  Ghigo  for  another  appointment 
for  sunmier  study  under  the  Southern  Fellowships  Fund. 
And  we  are  always  happy  to  have  our  professors  publish 
the  results  of  their  research.  I  note  Professor  Graves 
Thompson's  essay  in  the  current  issue  of  the  (Jlfissital 
Journnl,  and  Professor  Maurice  Allan's  chapter  in  the 
recently-issued   volume,   Chiinh  anil  Cn/iipiis. 

As  to  student  activities,  I  remind  you  of  the  near-perfect 
football  season,  ^'ou  now  read  of  our  winning  the  Mason- 
FJixon  baseball  title.  Many  of  you  have  heard  the 
well-trained  Glee  Club.  With  regard  to  these  other 
group  ventures,  the  gratifving  point  is  that  the  boys  find 
them  creative  and  enjoyable. 

I'inalh',  a  special  word  to  the  Class  of  '56,  the  newest 
of  our  alumni: 

Now  that  the  diplomas  have  been  signed  and  delivered, 
I  can  afford  the  compliment  direct  in  a  way  that  wo\ild 
have  been  ill-mannered  at  an  earlier  season.  I  do  thank 
you,  gentlemen,  for  the  many  evidences  of  real  statesman- 
ship which  I  have  observed.  A  student  body  is  no  stronger 
than  its  leaders,  and,  of  course,  during  your  senior  year 
you  provided  the  major  leadership  on  the  Hill.  The 
high  morale  of  the  past  session  must  be  credited  in  great 
measure  to  you  and  to  your  officers. 

During  the  commencement  exercises,  I  neglected  to  give 
public  thanks  for  the  useful  gift  of  a  bulletin  board, 
which  will  serve  to  remind  (and  to  reprimand!)  genera- 
tions of  students.  This  was  a  thoughtful  addition  to  the 
campus,  one  which  I  ma\'  sa\  is  quite  characteristic  of 
your  friendly  and  constructive  attitude. 

May  I  repeat  the  official  charge  given  you  at  the  time 
your  degrees  were  awarded  on  June  4th  ? 

As  we  leave  the  exercises  of  this  day,  I  would  re- 
mind our  holders  of  these  newly-engraved  diplomas  that 
they  carry  with  them  not  only  the  particular  reputation 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  but  also  the  responsibility 
of  scholarship  and  learning  in  general. 

I  CHARGE  YOfT  with  the  guardianship  of  man's 
right  to  think,  his  right  to  speak,  his  right  to  search  for 
the  truth,  wherever  this  search  may  lead.  In  your 
seeking  for  truth,  let  the  paralysis  of  low  compromise 
be  foreign  to  you.

The  Commencement  Address 

Harold  Holmes  Helm,  president  of  the  Cliemical  Corn 
Exchange  Bank  of  New  \'ork  City,  delivered  the  address 
to  the  graduating  class  on  Monday  morning,  June  4.  He 
was  introduced  by  President  Robert  as  a  distinguished 
businessman  with  a  philosophy  of  practicing  what  was 
right;  warm-hearted,  a  Presbyterian  elder,  a  Southerner 
(Kentuckian)  by  birth  and  interests;  a  1920  graduate  of 
Princeton    L^niversity,    and    chairman    of    the    executive 


committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  that  school. 

In  opening  his  remarks,  Mr.  Helm  spoke  of  his  pro- 
foimd  respect  for  Hampden-Sydney,  whose  very  name 
embodied  the  union  of  civil  and  religious  liberties.  As 
a  small  college,  it  could  lay  proper  emphasis  on  the 
importance  of  being  an  individual.  Princeton  men,  such 
as  Samuel  Stanhope  Smith  and  John  Blair  Smith,  he 
jiointed  out,  were  the  leaders  in  Hampden-Sydney 's 
formative  years  of  the  eighteenth  century. 

Mr.  Helm  went  on  to  speak  to  the  graduates  in  a  most 
practical  and  helpful  manner  on  the  subject  of  "Choosing 
a  Career".  He  said  that  a  habit  of  reading  is  most  helpful. 
They  should  find  enjoyment  in  their  daily  work,  for 
successful  men  are  happy  men.  What  counts  is  not  what 
a  man  knows,  but  his  capacity  to  learn,  his  intellectual 
curiosity.  They  should  take  their  time  about  deciding 
on  their  life  work.  A  liberal  arts  education  is  important 
in  broadening  a  man's  outlook  and  in  fostering  his  ability 
to  get  along  with  people.  There  is  no  substitute  for 
hard  work;  therefore  young  men  should  choose  a  career 
at  which  they  enjoy  working.  The  next  few  years  would 
be  the  best  time  to  build  their  foundations  and  to  prepare 
for  the  future.

The  donors  had  preferred  to  remain  anonymous,  but 
Mrs.  D.  Spencer  Wilson  of  Washington,  D.  C,  daughter- 
in-law  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  ^Vilson,  unveiled  the  picture. 
The  widow  of  their  only  son,  she  is  the  daughter  of 
Rear  Admiral  Harold  C.  Train,  U.S.N.,  retired,  and 
Mrs.  Train.

The  annual  commencement  luncheon  on  the  lawn  of 
\'enable  Hall  was  followed  by  a  meeting  of  the  General 
Alumni  Association.  The  minutes,  subject  to  approval 
at  the  next  annual  meeting,  are  printed  below. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation convened  in  the  Frank  Stoddert  Johns  Auditorium  at 
2  P.  M.,  June  4,  1956.  President  Frank  C.  Bedingcr,  'OS,  pre- 
sided. The  invocation  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Grover, 
'06.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and 
?pproved. 

The  chair  named  as  a  committee  to  nominate  officers  of  the 
Association  for  the  ensuing  year  the  following  :  J.  B.  Wall,  '19 ; 
Royster  Lyle,  '17;  and  B.  K.  Winston,  '06. 

The  treasurer's  report  was  read  and  on  motion  was  ordered 
received  and  filed. 

President  Robert  was  invited  to  address  the  meeting  on  the 
state  of  the  College.  Dr.  Robert  voiced  well-chosen  words  of 
commendation  for  his  faculty  and  the  fine  work  thej'  are  doing 
for  the  College.  In  commenting  on  the  part  that  athletics  play 
at  Hampden-Sydney,  he  reminded  his  hearers  that  we  have 
here  a  competent  staff  that  runs  athletics  as  we  wish  them  run. 
The  President  reminded  the  alumni  that  the  meeting  of  the 
teacher  and  the  scholar  is  the  mission  of  the  college. 

Referring  to  the  survey  recently  made  under  the  direction 
of  a  committee  of  Synod,  he  breathed  the  hope  that  as  a  result 
of  this  survey  more  money  will  come  annually  to  the  College 
from  the  coffers  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.

On  the  list  ol'  things  that  the  alumni  cuuld  do  lie  urged : 

( 1 )  Keep  thinking  about  us. 

(2)  When  j'ou  are  looking  at  college  material  among  the 
young  people  of  your  community,  ask  yourself  this  question  : 
■'Which  of  these  boys  best  fit  Hampden-Sydney  ?"  And  then  he 
added,  "Your  words  of  commendation  will  do  more  to  influence 
the  right  boys  to  come  to  Hampdcn-Sydney  than  any  force 
that  we  can  exert  from  the  campus." 

Finally,  he  focused  the  attention  of  the  Association  on  the 
needs  of  the  college — needs  that  can  be  met  by  money.  He 
told  this  story :  "Recently  I  called  upon  a  man  of  means  who 
gave  me  $20,000  for  use  in  increasing  professors'  salaries.  The 
giver  admonished  me  not  to  come  back  to  him  for  three  years 
and  then  to  bring  him  a  statement  of  what  my  denomination  (the 
Presbyterian  Church)  and  the  alumni  are  doing  for  the  Col- 
lege." 

The  chairman  then  called  upon  Rev.  W.  W.  Grover  of  the 
Class  of  1906  for  comments.  Mr.  Grover  responded  feelingly, 
attesting  the  great  influence  that  the  college  had  been  in  his 
life.  He  felt  it  had  opened  many  doors  that  without  college 
training  he  could  never  have  entered.  B.  K.  Winston,  '06,  in 
humorous  strain  said  he  was  glad  to  be  here ;  in  fact,  he  was 
glad  to  be  anywhere  after  all  these  years.  The  next  speaker  was_ 
Rev.  G.  A.  Wilson,  '06.  He  told  of  the  long  connection  that  had' 
existed  between  the  members  of  his  family  and  Hampden- 
Sydney,  going  all  the  way  back  to  the  grant  of  land  given  for 
the  site  of  the  College  by  his  great-great-great-grandfather. 
He  traced  the  origin  of  the  term  "Aggie",  by  which  the  late 
Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr.,  '80,  was  afifectionately  called.  It  seems 
that  Stuart  Cliristian  of  the  Class  of  1905  bestowed  that  epithet 
upon  him   [from  Agiiinaldo,  Filipino  leader]. 

Dr.  Hugh  Thompson  spoke  for  the  Class  of  1916;  Senator 
E.  L.  Breeden  for  the  Class  of  1926,  and  Hon.  "Gus"  Mayes  for 
the  Class  of  1936.  The  tenor  of  the  remarks  given  by  each 
of  these  men  was  on  the  humorous  side  and  added  a  liglit 
and  pleasant  touch  to  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Royster  Lyle,  acting  for  Mr.  J.  B.  Wall,  chairman  of  the 
Nominating  Committee,  presented  the  following  slate  of 
officers ; 

For  President :  Hon.   F'rank    C.    Bedinger,   '05 

For  Vice-President:  Senator  Edward  L.  Breeden,  Jr.,  '26 

For   Secretary-Treasurer :  P.   Tulane  Atkinson,   '07 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  and  the  gentlemen 
nominated  were  duly  elected. 

It  was  suggested  that  a  portrait  of  Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Winston, 
'94,  should  be  presented  to  the  College,  and  the  chairman  was 
asked  to   name  a  committee   to  handle   the   matter. 

Spurred  on  by  the  thought  that  the  attendance  at  this 
annual  meeting  was  not  as  large  as  it  should  be,  Mr.  Royster 
Lyle  suggested  that  the  President  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
the  President  of  the  College,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Alumni 
Association  act  as  a  committee  of  three  to  consider  whether  a 
change  of  date  for  the  annual  meeting  would  not  be  beneficial, 
and  if  it  were  so  considered,  that  they  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  effect  the  change. 

The  Association  was  advised  that  Mr.  Grover  wished  to 
present  to  the  College  on  behalf  of  the  Class  of  1906  a  boxwood 
that  aS  a  sprig  had  been  rooted  at  Slate  Hill,  the  home  of 
Nathaniel  Venable,  in  whose  office  the  college  was  born.  The 
alumni  heard  this  with  expressions  of  joy  and  gratitude  and  it 
was  suggested  that  when  Mr.  Grover  should  see  fit  to  bring 
the  bo.xwood  to  Hampden-Sydney  it  be  planted  by  the  birthplace 
here  on  the  campus. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned,  the  benediction  being 
offered  by  Rev.  G.  A.  Wilson,  D.D.,  '06.

Measuring  Our  Educational 
Product 

On  April  9th  and  lOth,  our  Seniors  with  audible 
sighs  and  groans  underwent  that  fiendish  inquisition 
known  as  the  Graduate  Record  Examinations.  This 
ordeal,  which  lasts  about  ten  hours,  is  designed  to  measure 
the  fitness  of  college  Seniors  for  graduate  and  professional 
study.  The  results  are  of  special  interest  to  us  because  it 
is  the  only  reasonably  accurate  yardstick  by  which  the 
educational  excellence  of  liberal  arts  colleges  can  be 
compared.  At  least  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  colleges 
and  universities  participated  in  the  testing  program  by 
whose  norms  our  students  are  judged.  These  include 
such  institutions  as  Antioch.  Bernard,  Centre,  Lehigh, 
Macalester,  Princeton,  and  Randolph-Macon.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  they  represent  a  fair  sample  of  American 
colleges. 

Our  Seniors  lived  up  to,  and  in  some  respects,  surpassed 
our  expectations.  The  five  categories  in  which  all  were 
tested  were  quantitati\e  aptitude,  verbal  aptitude,  social 
science,  humanities,  and  natural  science.  There  were, 
of  course,  very  wide  variations  among  our  individual 
students.  But  the  Hampden-Sydney  Seniors  were  above 
average  in  all  these  areas  and  well  above  in  most  of  them. 
Our  median  percentiles  (the  best  single  indicator)  ranged 
from  55   to  73  on  a  scale  in  which   50  is  normal. 

Three  facts  stand  out  with  respect  to  the  Class  of 
'56.  One  is  that  our  B.A.  students  are  on  the  whole 
superior  to  the  B.S.  candidates.  The  second  fact  is  that 
our  B.A.  Seniors  are  oustandingly  high  in  the  Humanities. 
Their  median  percentile  was  85,  which  means  that  the 
tiverage  B.A.  Senior  here  is  within  the  top  sixth  of 
College  Seniors  generally.  The  Humanities  examination, 
it  may  be  explained,  covers  facts  and  comprehension  in 
literature,  art,  music,  and  philosophy.  The  third  fact 
is  that  our  Seniors  in  general,  and  in  particular  our 
B.S.  candidates,  are  relatively  high  in  natural  science 
knowledge.  Thus  our  average  B.S.  Senior  is  in  the 
top  fifth  of  College  Seniors  generally;  our  average  B.A. 
Senior  is  within  the  top  third.  The  preparatory  schools 
must  take  some  of  the  credit  for  this.  For  when  these 
Seniors  were  Freshmen,  their  achievement  tests  showed 
a  certain  advantage  in  the  natural  science  area.  However, 
the  evidence  supports  the  conclusion  that  the  College 
affords  good  all-round  instruction  in  this  and  other  fields. 

In  addition  to  being  tested  in  these  five  areas,  forty-one 
of  our  Seniors  were  intrepid  enough  to  take  the  Advanced 
Examinations.  These  are  particularly^  designed  to  measure 
readiness  for  graduate  work.  Since  Hampden-Sydney 
does  not  require  a  major  field  of  concentration,  it  could 
he  expected  that  our  Seniors  would  be  handicapped  in  this 
undertaking.  This,  indeed,  proved  to  be  true.  To  many 
struggling  with  the  Advanced  Examinations  the  erudition 
called  for  seemed  positively  baffling  if  not  head-splitting. 
Nevertheless,  those  of  our  Seniors  (somewhat  over  a 
half)  who  have  taken  the  equivalent  of  a  "major''  turned 
out  to  be  appreciably  better  prepared  than  the  Seniors  in 
other  institutions  who  in  man\'  cases  have  been  encouraged 
to  concentrate   more  heavily  than   is   possible   here.     Our 


broadly  educated  students  are  specialh  fa\ored,  it  would 
seem,  in  fields  of  wide  scope  such  as  Literature  and 
History. 

The  question  may  be  raised,  finally,  as  to  whether  at 
Hampden-Sydney  we  sacrifice  "depth"'  for  "breadth." 
The  answer  is,  in  so  far  as  the  Graduate  Record  Examina- 
tions vouchsafe  one,  that  our  time-honored  curriculum 
does  not  foree  such  a  sacrifice.  Our  better  students,  at 
least,  succeed  in  combining  the  liberalizing  effect  of 
broad  knowledge  with  the  fine  discipline  of  deepening 
concentration.     Should    this    not    be    the   goal    for   all?

President  Joseph  C.  Robert  and  Treasurer  P.  Tulane 
Atkinson  spoke  to  the  group  on  behalf  of  the  College. 
Dr.  Robert  expressed  the  institution's  gratitude  for  the 
svipport  of  the  Parents  and  Friends,  and  pointed  to  the 
opportunities  the  Parent-College  team  has  for  more  eflFec- 
tive  work  in  educating  young  men.  Mr.  Atkinson  told 
of  the  great   help   the  scholarship   program  is  proving. 

The  da\  concluded  with  a  tour  of  the  campus,  and 
tea  within  the  hospitable  doors  of  "Middlecourt"',  with 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  hosts  to  the  day's  visitors  and 
faculty  members  and  their  wives.

Six  members  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  faculty  will  not 
return  to  the  Hill  next  year  because  of  their  plans  for 
further  study  and  research. 

Dr.  Charles  McRae,  Professor  of  Bible,  as  reported 
earlier,  has  been  awarded  a  scholarship  for  study  in 
Cjermany.  He  expects  to  sail  in  September.  During  the 
tall  and  winter  lie  will  take  up  Biblical  study  at  one 
or  more  of  the  German  Universities.  During  the  spring 
\acation,  which  lasts  from  Easter  to  Pentecost  in  Europe, 
he  hopes  to  travel  in  the  northern  and  eastern  Mediter- 
ranean area. 

Mr.  Charles  Hummel,  Assistant  Professor  of  Eco- 
nomics, will  enter  the  University  of  Virginia  for  work 
in  Economics  leading  to  a  doctor's  degree. 

Mr.  Harry  Reaves,  Assistant  Professor  of  Physics  and 
Mathematics,  plans  to  continue  graduate  work  in  those 
fields  at  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  with  a  Ph.D. 
as  his  goal.  He  is  doing  physics  research  at  Oak  Ridge 
this  summer. 

Mr.  Charles  \V.  Bondurant,  Associate  Professor  of 
Chemistry,  will  continue  work  on  his  doctorate  at  \\P.I., 
at  the  same  time  teaching  Chemistry  at  Roanoke  College. 

Dean  James  E.  Kinard  is  resuming  graduate  work 
at  the  University  of  Virginia,  in  the  field  of  American 
History.    He  is  on  a  year's  leave-of-absence. 

Dr.  Samuel  Graham,  Assistant  Professor  of  Chemistry, 
has  recently  received  his  doctor's  degree  from  Catholic 
University  in  Washington.  He  is  not  sure  if  he  will 
continue  in  the  teaching  field   or  enter  industry. 

Dr.  F"rancis  (jhigo,  Professor  of  French  and  Spanish, 
is  studying  linguistics  at  Cjeorgetown  L^niversity  this 
summer  on  a  grant-in-aid  from  the  Southern  Fellowships 
Fund.    He  will  return  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  fall. 

Dr.  Thomas  E.  Gilmer,  Professor  of  Physics,  will  be 
at  the  University  of  Wyoming  from  July  16  to  August 
17;  he  will  attend  the  Institute  of  Physics  sponsored  by 
the  National   Science  Foundation.

Roadside  Beautification 

April  saw  commenced  the  systematic  planting  of  trees 
and  shrubs  alongside  the  road  from  Hampden-Sydney 
to  Farmville,  with  the  ultimate  aim  of  enhancing  the 
charm  of  a  drive  which  hitherto  has  been  a  thing  of 
beauty  and  joy  forever  in  spots  only  —  where  pine 
woods  or  well-groomed  lawns  or  cultivated  fields  happened 
to  border  the  highway. 

The  work  is  being  sponsored  by  the  Longwood  Garden 
Club,  whose  members  are  drawn  from  both  Farmville 
and  Hampden-Sydney.  In  direct  supervision  is  the  Club's 
Service  Committee,  composed  of  Mrs.  J.  B.  Wall,  Mrs. 
A.  IVL  DeMuth,  Mrs.  Walter  Putney,  all  of  Farmville, 
and  Mrs.  P.  T.  Atkinson,  Hampden-S\dney,  chairman. 
Interestingly  enough,  all  of  these  ladies  are  the  wives  of 
Hampden-Sydney  alumni. 

Garden  Club  members  have  provided  native  trees  and 
flowering  shrubs.  Others  interested  in  the  project,  includ- 
ing members  of  the  Parents  and  Friends  of  Hampden- 
Sydney,  have  contributed  funds  amounting  to  some  four 
hundred  dollars  as  of  April.  The  \  irginia  Department 
0I  Highways  has  provided  equipment  and  experienced 
personnel  for  the  work.  Several  property  owners  are 
also  cooperating  in    the  project. 

Initial  plantings  included  78  white  dogwood  trees, 
12  red  bud  trees,  12  black  ha\\-  trees,  and  200  yucca  or 
rock  lily  plants,  the  last  being  donated  by  Miss  Sally 
Bradner  of  Cumberland  County.  Scotch  broom,  pines, 
and  multiflora  rose  bushes  are  also  in  the  plans. 

Particular  attention  is  being  paid  in  the  first  stages  to 
exposed  banks  and  cuts  left  by  highway  leveling.  The 
project  is  expected  to  continue  over  several  years,  and 
additional  areas  will  be  included  in  succeeding  fall  and 
spring  plantings. 

This  work  has  long  been  a  dream  of  residents  in  both 
Farmville  and  Hampden-Sydney.  Providing  as  it  does  a 
more  attractive  approach  to  the  College,  its  progress 
will  be  of  interest  to  all  alumni  and  friends,  and  should 
commend  itself  to  many  as  worthy  of  contributions,  either 
financial,  floral,  or  arboreal. 


Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Winston,  '94

M'e  reprint  the  excellent  thiunhnail  sketch  from 
the  February   issue: 

Founded  in  1776,  just  a  few  months  before  the  signing 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  Hampden-Sydney 
College  is  our  Church's  oldest  educational  institution. 
The  college  grew  out  of  a  desire  to  separate  education 
from  the  political  and  ecclesiastical  influences  of  the 
motherland  and  of  the  Church  nf  England  which  domi- 
nated the  scene  at  \Villiam  and  Mar\-,  the  only  other 
eollege  then  in  the  southern  colonies. 

Born  in  the  fires  of  the  revolution,  this  college  has 
continued  through  the  years  to  beget  men  who  have 
guarded  those  hard-won  freedoms.  Hampden-Sydney's 
sons  have  had  an  effective  hand  in  founding  at  least 
eighteen  other  educational  institutions  of  college  rank, 
and  30  have  been  college  presidents. 

But,  whether  they  were  presidents  of  colleges  or  of 
the  United  States;  whether  they  were  preachers,  teachers, 
legislators,  lawyers,  or  doctors,  Hampden-Sydney 
graduates  have  had  an  uinisual  talent  for  leadership 
in  whatever  field  they  chose. 

Many  recent  improvements  in  plant  and  equipment, 
the  high  quality  of  faculty  and  administration,  and  the 
superior  young  men  in  the  student  body  give  assurance 
that  this  old  institution  is  not  living  on  its  ancient  laurels. 
Its  vitality  stems  from  its  continued  faithfulness  to  the 
religious  and  educational  ideals  which  have  made  it  great.

The  gift  was  part  of  the 
celebration  of  the  i  soth  anniversary  of  the  company, 
w  hich  manufactures  soaps,  detergents,  and  other  products. 

Hampden-Sydney "s  part  of  the  grant  totaled  $2,000. 
None  of  the  individual  grants  exceeded  $5,000.  Selection 
of  schools  was  based  on  broad  geographical  lines,  includ- 
Hig  equitable  representation  of  denominational  and  non- 
sectarian    colleges;   academic   excellence;    progress    in    im- 
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pro\iiig  faculty  salaries;  and  initiati\e  in  obtaining  regular 
support   through  alumni   and   other  channels. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Little,  chairman  of  the  board  of  Colgate- 
Palmolive,  wrote  in  a  personal  letter  to  President  Joseph 
C.  Robert :  "To  us  it  seems  fitting  that  business  should  help 
colleges  through  financial  aid  just  as  colleges  help  business 
by  training  men  and  women  to  carry  on  our  work  ....

Mock  Democratic  Convention 
at  HSC 

Following  up  its  successful  mock  Republican  conven- 
tion of  four  years  ago  (Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  was  then 
selected),  the  L^nion-Philanthropic  Literary  Society 
this  spring  sponsored  a  mock  Democratic  convention. 
A  large  part  of  the  student  body  participated  enthusias- 
tically and  vociferously. 

The  outcome  saw  Senator  Harry  B\rd  nosing  out 
Adlai  Stevenson  for  the  presidential  nomination  on  the 
fourth  ballot.  As  part  of  some  tricky  political  maneuver- 
ing, Mrs.  Eleanor  Roosevelt  was  then  nominated  for 
the  vice-presidency  while  several  delegations  walked  out 
of  the  hall. 

The  ticket  thus  produced,  while  not  a  realistic  one, 
did  offer  an  appeal  to  both  conservative  and  liberal,  as 
well  as  feminist,  elements  in  the  student  bodv.

Joining  in  the  choral  work  were  the 
Madison  College  Choir  and  the  Hampden-Sydney  Glee 
Club. 

Another  performance  of  the  oratorio  had  been  given 
the  previous  evening  in  Harrisonburg;  and  with  these 
two  appearances  the  Glee  Club  concluded  one  of  its 
most  successful  seasons,  marked  by  concerts  given  through- 
out the  state.

As  we  look  back  on  the  1 95 5- 56  session  of  Hampden- 
Sydney    College,    \\e    immediately    see    another    \ear    of 


traditional  success  for  the  iSdth  session  of  this  venerable 
liberal  arts  institution.  It  has  been  a  year  fraught  with 
cliange,  but  this  necessary  period  of  transition  has  been 
readily  absorbed  into  that  indescribable  element  which  has 
always  made  Hampden-Sydney  a  success. 

The  change  which  stands  out  the  most  \ividly  in  our 
mind  is  the  coming  of  a  new  administration.  After  sixteen 
years  of  devoted  service  Dr.  Edgar  Gammon  retired  at 
the  end  of  the  1955  term,  bringing  to  an  end  an  admini- 
stration that  had  been  one  of  the  most  successful  in 
Hampden-Sydney  history.  The  new  president  of  the 
college.  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Robert,  alread>'  a  successful 
educator  as  well  as  administrator,  has  completed  but  one 
short  year  of  service  at  Hampden-Sydney,  but  has  already 
made  countless  friends  and  has  taken  rapid  strides  toward 
another  successful  administration. 

Dr.  Robert  was  inaugurated  on  March  23.  The 
ceremonies  brought  to  the  campus  representatives  from  ap- 
proximately I  1,0  colleges  and  universities,  including  many 
oi  the  leading  educators  in  the  area.  Sir  Percy  Claude 
Spender,  Australian  Ambassador  to  the  L^nited  States,  was 
the  principal  speaker  for  the  inaugural  ceremonies,  and  the 
famous  diplomat  completely  charmed  his  listeners  with 
his  timely  message  and  his  charming  personality  .  .  . 

In  athletics,  the  H-S  gridders,  under  Coach  Jim  Hickey, 
had  one  of  their  most  successful  seasons  in  history.  Their 
'55  record  showed  but  one  blemish,  and  that  one  a  7-6 
defeat  by  arch-rival  Randolph-Macon,  who  ended  the 
longest  (13)  consecutive  win  streak  in  the  history  of  the 
school.  Coach  Weenie  Miller's  baseballers  captured  the 
Mason-Dixon  championship  .  .  . 

Since  April,  1955,  when  Reverend  William  B.  Rogers 
resigned  his  position  as  College  Chaplain,  that  post  had 
been  vacant,  but  during  the  Christmas  holiday  of  '55, 
the  College  obtained  the  services  of  one  of  the  finest  and 
most  revered  men  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Dr.  Ben 
R.  Lacy,  retiring  president  of  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary. Dr.  Lacy  was  installed  as  College  Chaplain  on 
February  10,  then  later  as  pastor  of  College  Church.  His 
amiable  personality  and  keen  insight  and  understanding 
of  college  life  have  already  caused  him  to  have  a  lasting 
Christian  influence  on  the  students  and  residents  of  "The 
Hill"  .  .  . 

Looking  briefl)'  at  other  news  in  '55-'56:  Hampden- 
Sydney  the  recipient  of  financial  aid  in  the  form  of  grants 
from  the  Virginia  Foundation  for  Independent  Colleges, 
from  Standard  Oil  Company,  from  Colgate-Palmolive 
Company,  and  from  the  Ford  Foimdation ;  Drs.  F.  D. 
Costenbader  and  L.  B.  McCiukin  installed  as  new  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  an  inspiring  S.  C.  A.- 
sponsored  Religious  Emphasis  Week  featuring  outstand- 
ing men  in  various  vocations ;  the  presentation  in  Johns 
Auditorium  of  "Julius  Caesar"  by  Robert  Porterfield's 
Barter  Theatre  players;  a  series  of  English  films  spon- 
sored by  Eta  Sigma  Phi;  a  new  cut  s\stem  (which  proved 
unsatisfactory  and  which  will  be  replaced);  the  furnish- 
ing of  the  new  lounge  in  the  Gymnasiimi  and  the  setting 
aside  of  money  for  scholarships  by  the  active  Parents  and 
Friends  organization  ;  the  planting  of  trees  and  shrub- 
beries by  the  (larden  Club  and  friends  of  Hampden- 
Sydney;  the  publishing  of  Henry  Hoffman's  first  novel, 
"The  Trumpet  Unblown"'  (which  outsold  Henry  Semat 
at  the  College  Shop).

Dr.  Robert,  lately  come  into  Presidency  of 
Hampden-Sydne\ ,  flew  into  town  on  a  favorable  wind  in 
the  early  afternoon  of  May  15,  1956.  He  was  met  by 
Robert  W.  Lawson,  Jr.,  and  spirited  to  his  palatial  house 
overlooking  ^Vest  Virginia's  Capital  City  from  a  bluff 
in  South  Hills.  At  dinner  time  the  alumni  to  the  number 
of  20  all  gathered  on  the  grounds  of  the  beautiful  Edge- 
wood  Country  Club  and  presently  repaired  to  the  banquet 
table  presided  over  by  Dick  Thaxton,  President  of  the 
Southern  West  \'irginia  Alumni  Association.

It  was  with  common  consent  that  we  protested  his  not 
having  brought  Mrs.  Robert,  as  planned,  but  he  expressed 
his  hope  that  he  might  do  better  next  time.  With  such 
a  promise,  we  then  made  plans  to  have  him  back  on 
September  14  and  15,  with  a  view  to  his  addressing  the 
Charleston  Rotary  Club  on  Friday,  the  14th,  having  a 
gala  meeting  of  the  alumni  that  night  with  dining  al 
fresco,  and  the  next  day  attending  the  one  appearance  in 
West  Virginia  of  our  football  team  in  many  years  and 
expecting  the  Tigers  to  rise  to  the  occasion  for  its  hill- 
billy alumni.

The  district  includes  Richmond, 
Colonial  Heights,  and  Chesterfield  and  Henrico  counties. 
Mr.  Cabell  was  also  elected  alternate  district  delegate 
to  the  national  convention. 

Mr.  Cabell,  a  native  Richmonder,  is  the  son  of  Royal 
E.   Cabell,   a  Republican   leader  who  served   as  commis- 


sioner of  internal  revenue  imder  President  Taft  and  was 
Richmond's  postmaster  in  1906-09. 

Mr.  Cabell  played  an  active  part  in  campus  activities 
while  in  college.  He  was  a  member  of  Chi  Phi  social 
fraternity.  During  his  senior  year  he  was  awarded  the 
Kosewell  Page  prize  for  public  speaking.  Following 
graduation  from  Hanipdcn-S>dne\ ,  he  attended  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  School  of  Law.  During  World  War 
II  he  served  with  the  United  States  Navy  in  the  Pacific. 

In  commenting  on  Mr.  Cabell's  election,  the  out-going 
chairman,  J.  Calvitt  Clarke,  Jr.,  said,  "Mr.  Cabell  will 
have  a  very  wide  appeal  to  people  of  both  parties.  His 
energetic  leadership  will  carry  this  district  into  the  Re- 
publican column  both  for  President  and  for  congress- 
man." Mr.  Clarke  noted  that  Cabell  is  active  in  a  wide 
variety  of  civic  affairs — an  elder  and  former  Sunday 
School  superintendent  at  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church, 
vice  president  of  the  Downtown  Club,  and  a  member  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  Curative  Workshop  for 
cerebral  palsy  patients. 

Mr.  Cabell  and  his  attractive  wife,  the  former  Miss 
Kathleen  Buchanan,  are  frequent  visitors  on  the  Hill. 
They  have  three  children. 

Sentman  Granted  Fellowship 
for  Science  Study 

M.  Richard  Sentman,  '48,  36  Highland  Avenue,  Broc- 
ton.  New  ^'ork,  has  been  listed  in  the  1956-1957  edition 
of  "Who's  Who  in  American  Education." 

Mr.  Sentman  teaches  science  in  the  Brocton  Central 
School  and  has  recently  been  selected  as  one  of  the  fifty 
teachers  for  a  General  Electric  fellowship  in  physics  at 
Union  College,  Schenectady.  The  teachers  participating 
represent  high  schools  from  fourteen  Northeastern  states 
and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  fellowship  program  is  for  the  regular  six-weeks 
summer  session  and  has  been  designed  expressly  to  ac- 
quaint high  school  science  teachers  with  the  modern  appli- 
cation of  physics  to  the  needs  of  industry,  and  also  to  give 
the  teachers  an  appreciation  for  science  in  industry.

A  summary  survey  of  his  life  reveals  that  judge  Elect 
Jones  was  born  in  Chatham,  Virginia,  March  15,  1902,

Hampden-Sydney  on 
Sales  Tax  Commission 

Three  members  of  the  eleven  man  commission  to  study 
the  question  of  a  sales  tax  appointed  by  the  Governor  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  X'irginia  are  Hampden-Sydney 
men.  These  are  William  T.  Reed,  Jr.,  '25,  of  Cioochland 
and  Richmond,  president  of  Larus  and  Brother  Company, 
Incorporated,  tobacco  firm;  Delegate  C.  Stuart  Wheat- 
ley,  '26,  of  Danville;  and  Senator  Curry  Carter,  '15,  of 
Staunton. 

Known  officially  as  the  State  Commission  to  Study 
State  and  Local  Revenues  and  Expenditures  and  Related 
Matters,  the  group  is  in  the  process  of  conducting  public 
hearings  on  the  state  tax  structure. 

The  group  is  scheduled  to  bring  in  by  September  i  rec- 
ommendations regarding  adoption  of  a  general  sales  tax 
and  revision  of  Virginia's  \\hole  tax  structure.  Legislation 
calling  for  the  tax  study  was  offered  late  in  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Assembly,  following  the  appearance 
of  several  sales  tax  bills  in  the  House  of  Delegates. 

A  Composer  of  Church  Music 

The  Reverend  Ernest  K.  Emurian,  '31,  pastor  of  the 
Elm  Avenue  Methodist  Church  of  Portsmouth,  Virginia, 
has  done  additional  work  in  the  field  of  church  music, 
including  hymns,  books  about  hymns,  and  hymn  stories. 
Three  of  his  latest  hymns,  "When  Dawns  The  Morning 
Sunlight,"  "O  God,  Whose  Voice  Is  In  The  Wind," 
and  "Bring  The  Tithes  Into  The  Storehouse",  were  pub- 
lished late  in  1955  by  the  Church  and  Community  Insti- 
tute, Incorporated,  of  Atlanta,  Georgia.  The  second  of 
these  hymns  was  used  during  the  ceremonies  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  new  Presbyterian  Center  in  Atlanta. 

Mr.  Emurian  began  publishing  his  works  in  1 941  with 
the  appearance  of  "Dramatized  Stories  of  Hymns  and 
Hymn  Writers."  In  1943  the  ^V.  A.  Wilde  Company  of 
Boston  published  "More  Dramatized  Stories  of  Hymns 
and  Hymn  Writers."  The  next  book  to  come  from  the 
press  was  "Plays  and  Pageants  For  Many  Occasions", 
published  in  1953.  In  1955  the  W.  A.  ^Vilde  Company 
published  Mr.  Emurian's  latest  book,  "Li\ing  Stories 
of  Famous  Hymns." 

In  addition  to  writing  books,  Mr.  Emurian  has  made 
a  real  contribution  in  the  field  of  dramatic  readings.  In 
March  of  this  year,  there  was  presented  the  third  annual 
living  dramatization  of  Leonardo  da  Vinci's  The  Last 
Supper.  This  was  presented  at  the  Wilson  High  School 
auditorium   in   Portsmouth. 
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One  of  the  most  unique  as  well  as  one  of  his  most  ex- 
cellent works  was  the  composition  of  The  Westminster 
Catechism  Oratorio.  This  is  composed  of  the  first  thirty- 
eight  questions  and  answers  arranged  for  solo,  duet,  quar- 
tet and  mixed  chorus  to  be  sung  in  part  or  as  a  whole. 
Commenting  on  this  composition,  the  Reverend  Dr. 
Krnest  Trice  Thompson,  14,  wrote:  "'In  these  da\s  when 
catechetical  instruction  has  declined,  it  may  be  that  this 
incomparable  statement  of  Calvinistic  doctrine  will  bear 
new  fruit  through  the  musical  setting  so  admirably  ar- 
ranged by  the  Reverend  E.  K.  Emurian.  Through  such 
a  medium,  de\otion,  instruction,  and  aesthetic  enjoyment 
may  be  combined  to  the  edification  of  CJod's  people  and  to 
the  glory  of  His  most  holy  name.  ' 

We  may  look  for  many  more  compositions  from  the 
pen  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  Emurian.  Not  only  has  he  en- 
riched the  musical  enjoyment  of  his  own  church,  and  of 
the  entire  area  of  eastern  Virginia,  but  of  the  entire  South 
as  well.  He  has  made  a  lasting  contribution  to  the  musi- 
cal librarv  in  the  field  of  church  music.

THE  PRESENT  STATE  OF  VIRGINIA.  By 
Hugh  Jones.  Edited  with  an  introduction  and  notes  by 
Richard  L.  Morton.  Published  for  the  \'irginia  Historical 
Society  by  the  University  of  North  Carolina  Press.  295 
pp.  :?5. 

Professor  Morton  has  made  a  valuable  contribution  to 
historical  literature  in  editing  and  publishing  this  inform- 
ative account  of  early  18th  century  \'irginia  and  its 
people.  "The  Present  State  of  X'irginia"  by  the  Rev. 
Hugh  Jones  was  first  published  in  London  in  1724.  Two 
hundred  reprints  were  made  in  1865,  but  even  these  have 
become  collectors  items  and  are  no  longer  available  to  the 
reading  public. 

With  this  new  edition,  one  will  be  able  to  enjoy  the 
original  Jones  style  and  information  while  profiting  by 
the  editor's  excellent  introduction  and  notes.  In  a  40- 
page  introductorv'  essa\',  Morton  presents  a  biographical 
sketch  of  this  interesting  parson,  which  clarifies  previous 
questions  of  the  separate  identity  of  three  Hugh  Joneses 
in  colonial  Virginia  and  Maryland,  and  paves  the  way 
toward  a  better  understanding  of  the  text  itself. 

Perhaps  more  interesting  than  the  author's  writings 
are  the  more  than  10,1  pages  of  notes  which  clarify,  ex- 
plain, or  elaborate  upon  the  material  presented  in  the 
text.  These  notes  are  placed  at  the  back  of  the  book  be- 
cause of  their  length.  Therefore,  in  order  to  get  the  full 
impact  of  the  work  as  a  whole,  the  reader  will  want  to 
read  all  of  the  rich  store  of  history  and  \'irginiana  con- 
tained in  this  usually  neglected  section  of  a  historical 
\\'ork   .   .    . 


Giles  M.  Robertson,  '27, 

President  of  Insurance 

Association 

The  following  article  by  H'illiam  Bien.  business  editor 
of  the  Richmond  News-Leader,  appeared  in  the  June  4 
issue  of  that  paper: 

.  .  .  P'or  most  of  his  52  years  (jiles  Mebane  Robertson  has 
shrugged  off  publicity,  yet  has  risen  to  the  top  ranks  of 
the  aggressive  business  he's  in  without  promoting  himself. 

Last  week  at  Old  Point  Comfort,  his  colleagues  ap- 
plauded his  way  of  doing  business  by  electing  him  presi- 
dent of  the  largest,  most  influential  insurance  organiza- 
tion in  the  state — the  \'irginia  Association  of  Insurance 
Agents. 

A  tall,  angular  individual  with  eyeglasses  that  reflect 
his  studious  nature  and  with  a  deliberate  country  drawl 
that  reminds  one  of  his  early  years  in  Charlotte  county, 
Robertson  has,  as  they  say,  been  around. 

To  finance  himself  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  he 
worked  on  the  tobacco  markets  in  South  Carolina,  behind 
the  soda  fountain  of  a  drug  store,  and  as  a  clerk  in  the 
Charlotte  Courthouse   Post  Oflice. 

If  the  money  had  held  out,  he  would  have  been  a  law- 
yer today.  Instead,  after  two  years,  he  made  his  way  to 
Richmond  and  found  a  job  after  three  weeks  with  the 
city's  Public  Works  Department,  cutting  bushes  on  a 
survey  party  at  $80  a  month. 

That  job  lasted  only  a  few  months.  Not  because  Rob- 
ertson wasn't  a  competent  bush  trimmer;  he  was.  But 
an  opportunity  had  arisen  to  join  an  insurance  company 
(Libert\'  Mutual)   as  a  claims  agent. 

Robertson  moved  to  Boston,  studied  the  business, 
worked  in  New  England  until  1928,  then  returned  to 
Richmond  as  resident  claims  manager. 

His  lirst  journey  to  the  north  had  convinced  him  there 
was   no  place   like  home. 

He  remembers  his  first  assignment  and  how,  in  his 
eagerne.ss,  he'd  dictated  a  report  that  filled  12  dictaphone 
records — only  to  discover  that  none  of  the  secretaries  in 
the  Boston  office  could  translate  them  into  their  kind  of 
English ! 

And  the  puzzlement  at  why  he  was  invited  to  so  nian\' 
parties  in  Boston — final  1\  realized  he  was  being  shown 
off  for  his  "delightful  drawl!" 

So,  after  the  company  moved  him  north  again,  he  soon 
resigned. 

That  time  he  returned  for  good  and  joined  the  state 
Highway  Department — first  as  manager  of  workmen's 
compensation  claims,  then  as  safety  engineer,  and  finall\ 
in  charge  of   personnel,   still   retaining   his  earlier  duties. 

There's  a  saying  in  the  business  that  an  insurance  man 
always  returns  to  the  fold.  So  it  was  with  Robertson 
in  1944. 

An  old  Richmond  insurance  agency  with  roots  deep 
in  Virginia's  history — Claiborne,  Goodridge  &'  Goddin — 
had  an  opening  for  him  as  a  partner. 

He  joined  the  firm  that  writes  general  insurance  lines 
and  has  been  a  partner  e\er  since.  The  agencv's  name 
was  changed  to  Goddin,  (joodridge  &  Robertson  several 
years  ago.  Since  then  A.  T.  Goddin  has  died  and  the 
partners  now  are  Fergus  A.  Goodridge  and  Robertson. 

Robertson  has  the  rural  \'irginian's  intense  interest  in 
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politics — "On  my  2 1st  birthday,"  lie  recalls,  "someone 
came  to  urge  me  to  register  for  voting  in  Charlotte 
county."  He  served  as  Richmond  campaign  manager  for 
Governor  Battle  in   1950. 

"However,"  Robertson  says,  "m)'  interest  in  politics  is 
academic  rather  than  jiersonal." 

The  only  electi\e  office  he's  held  has  little  to  do  with 
politics.  He  served  a  term  as  mayor  of  West  Ave.,  the 
three-block  community  of  congenial  folks  in  the  near  West 
End  of  Richmond  where  the  Robertsons  have  their  home. 

One  might  suppose  a  country  man  such  as  Robertson 
would  feel  hemmed  in,  living  in  the  city.  He's  taken 
care  of  that : 

His  wife — the  former  Nancy  Bridgforth  of  Richmond 
• — and  he  spend  most  week  ends  on  a  historic  farm  in 
eastern  Henrico  county  that  belongs  to  her  mother. 
There,  when  he's  not  turning  up  souvenirs  of  the  Civil 
War,  Robertson  tills  what  he  considers  a  garden — a  plot 
that  is  about  the  size  of  a  single  room. 

Actually,  he'll  admit,  the  garden  is  an  excuse  to  get 
away  from  the  city  hubbub. 

The  Robertsons  have  two  children — Nancy,  17,  who 
attends  Collegiate  School,  and  Giles,  Jr.,  '15,  a  student  at 
St.  Christopher's.  Robertson  says  they  don't  feel  neglect- 
ed at  all  despite  the  fact  that  he  refuses  to  have  a  televi- 
sion set  1 

"We  prefer  reading  and  quiet  conversation,"  says  Rob- 
ertson. 

A  quiet  man  can  be  an  effective  leader,  as  many  Rich- 
monders  have  discovered  about  Robertson.  He  has  served 
as  superintendent  of  the  Grace  and  Holy  Trinity  Epis- 
copal Sunday  School  for  six  years  and  is  now  a  member 
of  the  vestry. 

He  also  is  a  director  of  the  Richmond  Chapter  of  the 
American  Red  Cross ;  a  member  of  the  Richmond  Citi- 
zens Association ;  a  member  of  the  state  Retirement  Board 
(for  the  second  time;  he  represented  state  employees  when 
he  was  with  the  Highway  Department  and  was  named  a 
public  member  of  the  board  by  Governor  Battle  and  re- 
appointed by  Governor  Stanley)  ;  past  president  of  the 
Richmond  Association  of  Insurance  Agents;  a  former  ex- 
aminer of  boy  scouts  for  merit  badges;  and  a  member  of 
the  Commonwealth  Club  and  the  Country  Club  of  Vir- 
ginia. 

Robertson  also  has  served  in  various  positions  of  leader- 
ship with  the  state  Association  of  Insurance  Agents.  Ask- 
ed why,  he  had  a  typically  brief  answer : 

"I  get  the  benefit.  Therefore  I  have  to  contribute 
something." 


William  Smithers,  '50, 

Can  Take  Hollywood  Or 

Leave  It 

Oulsttnidiiiy  in  /Iraiiuitics  at  I la/iipi/eii-Sydney  If  il- 
I'mm  Siiiitliers,  '50,  has  lonlinued  to  rise  in  the  acting  pro- 
fession. The  joUoiving  article  by  Edith  Lindeman  ap- 
peared in   the   Richmond  Times-Dispatch    of  March  20. 

There  is  a  new  breed  of  actors  in  Hollywood  that  has 
the  movie  moguls  befuddled.  These  are  the  talented 
young  performers  who  are  brought  to  the  West  Coast 
for  one  picture,  do  good  jobs,  are  approached  with  offers 


for  contracts,  and,  wonder  of  wonders,  say,  "Tlianks,  but 
no  thanks." 

It  used  to  be  that  an  actor  who  got  sucji  a  break  would 
snap  it  up.  Nine  times  out  of  10,  he'd  hang  around  the 
studio  for  six  months  without  doing  anything  more  dra- 
matic than  receiving  his  weekly  paycheck.  Then  because 
he  hadn't  had  a  chance  to  show  his  talents,  his  option 
would  be  dropped.  It  is  all  very  fine  to  be  paid  for  doing 
nothing,  but  actors  are  strange  creatures — they  like  to 
earn  their  money.  And  six  months  of  inactivity  can  make 
all  the  difference  in  the  world  in  the  career  of  a  budding 
thespian. 

Take  the  case,  for  instance,  of  28-year-old  William 
Smithers,  the  Richmond-born  actor  who  became  the  first 
of  a  succession  of  Thomas  Jeffersons  for  "The  Common 
Glory''  at  Williamsburg.  Bill  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Marion  W.  Smithers,  who  now  live  in  New  Jersey. 
His  other  Richmond  connections  include  grandmother, 
Mrs.  John  W.  Smithers,  of  1816  Hanover  Ave.,  and  his 
uncle.  Professor  J.  Westwood  Smithers,  of  the  University 
of  Richmond  Law  School. 

Bill  went  to  William  Fox  School,  moved  to  New  Jer- 
sey with  his  parents,  later  served  a  hitch  in  the  Navy  and 
came  back  to  further  his  education  at  Hampden-Sydney. 
After  his  second  year  there,  he  was  cast  in  his  Thomas 
Jefferson  role.  This  crystallized  his  ambition  to  become 
an  actor,  so  he  completed  his  college  work  at  Catholic 
University  in  Washington,  where  a  full  drama  course 
was  available. 

He  got  his  appenticeship  in  straw  hat  theaters,  and 
eventually  landed  the  role  of  Tybalt  when  Olivia  de 
Havilland  starred  in  her  production  of  "Romeo  and 
Juliet"  on  Broadway.  The  play  lasted  only  seven  weeks, 
but  Smithers  received  such  glowing  reviews  that  he  won 
the  Theater  World  Magazine  Award  as  "one  of  the  most 
promising  young  personalities  of  the  New  A'ork  theater 
season  of   1950-51." 

This  was  enough  to  bring  Bill  Smithers  to  the  atten- 
tion of  New  York  casting  directors,  and  he  seldom  lacked 
a  call  for  television  dramas  or  the  like.  He  also  has  two 
more  Broadway  plays  to  his  credit  now — "Legend  of 
Lovers"  and  "End  as  a  Man." 

Then  Hollywood  reared  its  head.  At  RKO-Radio  they 
are  making  "The  Fragile  Fox"  with  an  all-male  cast  in- 
cluding Eddie  Albert,  Jack  Palance,  and  Lee  Marvin. 
It  is  the  story  of  a  young  lieutenant  who  kills  his  coward- 
ly captain  when  the  officer  deserts  his  men  during  the 
Battle  of  the  Bulge.  Bill's  agent  sent  him  to  Hollj^vood 
when  it  was  learned  that  the  picture's  producer,  Robert 
Aldriich,  needed  someone  to  portray  the  lieutenant. 

Bill  won  his  auditions  hands  down.  More  significant 
is  the  fact  that  he  won  the  admiration  of  the  technical 
crew  from  the  first  day's  shooting.  A  technical  crew  is 
hard  to  please,  but  one  was  heard  muttering,  "That  guy's 
going  to  wrap  up  this  picture."  Since  "The  Fragile  Fox" 
is  considered  one  of  RKO's  strongest  new  films,  this  will 
be  nice  wrapping  for  Bill. 

The  payoff,  however,  is  that  Bill  has  declined  to  stick 
around  Hollywood  after  the  picture  is  completed.  He  has 
too  many  interesting  things  to  do  in  New  "i'ork,  he  says.

He  has  appeared  on  most  of  the  big  pro- 
grams, including  Kraft  and  Studio  One.    And  then,  there 
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are  all  those  friends  he  made  when  studying  at  the  Actors' 
Studio,  where  one  of  his  classmates  was  the  late  James 
Dean. 

Rill  does  not  regard  movies  with  a  jaundiced  eye,  but 
his  first  love  is  the  stage,  particular!}'  the  Broadway  stage. 
Certainly  he  will  be  available  for  more  motion  pictures 
as  time  goes  on.  He  just  isn't  going  to  waste  time  waiting 
around. 


Hunter  W.  Garrett,  13, 
Veteran  Agricultural  Teacher 

The  following  article  on  Iliiii/tr  Jlhitis  Gnrrctt, 
B.A.  1913,  appeared  in  the  May  lO  Richinotid  News- 
Leader.    It  was  iL'iitten  by  Isabel  Cough. 

Hunter  Whitis  Garrett,  Virginia's  oldest  active  voca- 
tional agriculture  teacher,  believes  that  "the  closer  we 
.stay  to  the  bosom  of  nature  the  more  sustenance  we  get." 
He  is  66. 

Garrett,  who  carried  out  his  philosoph\  iirst  as  a  farm 
boy  in  his  native  Prince  Edward  county,  has  lived  in 
Northumberland  since  1937.  In  addition  to  philosophy, 
he  bubbles  over  with  enthusiasm,  wit,  joviality,  and  of 
course,  devotion  to  the  field  of  agriculture. 

The  veteran  instructor  said  during  a  recent  interview 
in  his  office  in  the  \ocational  agriculture  building  at 
Northumberland  High  School:  "My  life  has  been  a  pretty 
straight-line  teaching  proposition." 

This  proposition,  Garrett  added,  keeps  him  "beside  the 
fountain  of  youth.  It  gets  a  little  turbulent  at  times,"  he 
went  on,  but  it  is  evident  from  his  smiles  as  he  talks  that 
Garrett  drinks  deeply  from  the  wellsprings  of  satisfaction 
in  his  work. 

The  teacher  was  graduated  from  Hanipden-Sydney 
College  in  1913,  and  for  a  year  was  an  instructor  at  his 
high  school  alma  mater.  Green  Bay,  in  Prince  Edward 
county. 

"Then  I  decided  I'd  better  spread  out,"'  Garrett  re- 
membered, so  the  session  of  1914-15  found  him  principal 
of  Cobbs  Creek  High  School,  in  Mathews  county. 

In  1918,  recalled  Garrett,  the  Smith-Hughes  Act, 
originating  vocational  agriculture,  had  been  passed,  and 
the  superintendent  of  Mathews  schools  approached  him 
about  becoming  vocational  agriculture  teacher  at  Cobbs 
Creek. 

"I  told  him  I  had  the  background  but  did  not  have  any 
formal  agricultural  training."  This  was  no  obstacle, 
though,  for  off  went  Garrett  to  \'irginia  Polytechnic  In- 
stitute in  summer  for  graduate  work  in  agriculture,  and 
until  1937  he  held  the  dual  job  of  principal  and  vocation- 
al agriculture  instructor  at  Cobbs  Creek. 

That  year  he  came  to  Northumberland  county  and 
organized  vo-ag  departments  at  Callao  and  Heathsville 
High  Schools,  and  for  a  number  of  years  he  taught  agri- 
cidture  at  both,  spending  a  half  day  at  each  school.  With 
the  consolidation  of  Northumberland's  high  schools,  Gar- 
rett moved  to  Northumberland  High  School,  at  Heaths- 
ville, where  he  and  a  former  pupil,  L.  M.  Jewell,  Jr., 
teach  vocational  agriculture  .... 

Garrett's  pupils  are  instructed  in  the  general  field  of 
agronomy,  in  livestock  and  in  poultry. 


"We  are  very  much  interested  in  pushing  forestry  and 
all  elements  of  soil  and  water  conservation  because  they 
are  the  bases  from  which  all  agricultural  things  come," 
the  veteran  teacher  noted.    Pupils  also  have  shop  work. 

"We  by  no  means  feel  that  boys  have  finished  when 
they  leave  high  school.  We  try  to  follow  them  through." 
Toward  this  end  Garrett  and  Jewell  serve  as  advisors  to 
two  young  farmers'  clubs  in  the  county  and  supervise  a 
farm  mechanic  shop. 

Garrett  feels  that  agriculture  is  a  very  useful  art,  that 
there  is  no  art  in  which  more  actual  scientific  knowledge 
is  needed.  "In  agriculture,"  he  added,  "all  roads  of 
science  meet." 

Garrett,  noting,  as  of  course  he  would,  that  he  "is  sold 
on  vocational  agric\dture,"  said  he  did  not  think  "there  is 
any  other  field  that  offers  more  to  persons  who  do  not 
have  an  opportunity  to  attend  college."  "High  school  is 
the  people's  college,"  added  Garrett.  "All  the  formal  edu- 
cation many  people  get  is  on  the  secondary  level." 

The  veteran  instructor  noted  that  present  day  farming 
is  a  "costly  situation.  The  whole  system  is  changing. 
The  small  farmer  is  going  to  fade  out  because  he  can't 
compete.'' 

Garrett,  who  describes  himself  as  belonging  to  the  gre- 
garious, also  calls  himself  "a  general  hobby  person."  His 
love  for  his  country  and  his  fellowman  led  him  to  accept 
the  community  Red  Cross  chairmanship  and  head  tlie  war 
fund  drive  during  war  years  and  to  become  coimty  chair- 
man of  bond  sales — a  job  he  still  holds.  For  the  past  11 
years  work  with  soil  and  water  conservation  has  been  one 
of  his  hobbies.

OF    TIMES    PAST 

Hampden  and  Sydney  Linked 
on  Token  of  1795 

As  every  Haint'den-Sydney  nluiiinus  knows,  the  name 
of  the  College  derives  from  the  two  great  seventeenth 
century  English  fiatriots  and  champions  of  liberty,  John 
llam/tden  and  Algernon  Sydney.  These  are  men  now 
tamiliar  probably  only  to  a  small  minority  of  persons 
jvith  some  knowledge  of  English  history.  In  the  eigh- 
teenth century,  however,  it  is  obvious  that  even  a  hundred 
years  after  their  deaths,  their  memories  ivere  vibrant  u'ith 
life  as  shining  symbols  of  what  men  dared  do  for  the 
sake  of  political  and  religious  freedom.  That,  of  course, 
is  the  reason  that  in  1775-1776  lianipden-Sydney  was 
given  the  name  it  still  bears. 

Charles  Lee,  later  major  general  in  the  American  Army , 
linked  the  names  of  the  tiro  men  in  a  letter  he  ivrote 
to  a  friend  in  1770:  "I  must  therefore  .  .  .  entreat  you 
over  and  over  again,  I  must  conjure  you  by  the  spirits 
cf  Cato,  Brutus,  Hampden  and  Sidney,  by  everything 
that  is  divine  and  sacred  .  .  .  to  persei'ere  in  your  opposi- 
tion [to  the  King]  until  ire  are  all  buried  in  the  last  dyke 
of  liberty." 

If  e  print  here  further  evidence  of  this  same  yoking  of 
the  two  names  in  the  eighteenth  century:  the  obverse 
and  reverse  sides  of  a  token  issued  in  England  in  1795 
and  recently  presented  to  Hampden-Sydney  by  John  P. 
Maragon,  '52,  leho  received  it  through  his  father,  from 
a  PFashingtrjn  coin  dealer. 

The  folloiving  discussion  was  prepared  by  If'illard  F. 
Bliss,  Professor   of  History  at  Ilampden-Sydney. 

Charles,  third  Earl  Stanhope  (1753-18 16),  was  a 
prominent  liberal  in  eighteenth  century  England.  A 
\ersatile  nobleman,  he  '.vas  deeply  interested  in  science 
and  philosophy,  but  especially  in  the  rights  of  man.  He 
advocated    parliamentary   reform,   freedom   of    the   press, 


and  the  abolition  of  Negro  slavery.  He  served  as  chair- 
man of  the  Revolution  Society  which  had  been  established 
to  commemorate  the  Glorious  Revolution  of  1688,  the 
victory  of  Parliament  over  Crown,  and  was  in  complete 
accord  with"  the  sympathy  expressed  by  this  Society  for 
the  aims  of  the  French  republicans.  When  Edmund  Burke 
published  in  1790  his  bitter  denunciation  of  the  French 
Revolution,  "Citizen"  Stanhope  wrote  a  reply  in  its 
defense.  After  England  had  become  involved  in  the  con- 
flict against  the  young  French  Republic,  Stanhope  in 
.'795  introduced  into  the  House  of  Lords  a  motion  dep- 
recating any  interference  with  the  internal  affairs  of 
France.  The  vote  being  taken,  the  numbers  were  sixtv- 
one  against  and  one  for  it,  that  being  Stanhope  himself — 
"a  minority  of  one." 

In  honor  of  this  occasion,  Peter  Skidmore,  a  coin  dealer 
and  ironmonger  of  High  Holborn,  London,  issued  for 
sale  a  metal  token.  The  obverse  side  carries  a  bust  in 
l)rofile  of  Stanhope  with  the  legend:  "Stanhope.  Noble 
^Vithout  Nobility."  On  the  reverse  side,  in  all  appro- 
priateness, under  a  liberty  cap  radiant  is  a  tomb  on  which 
are  inscribed  the  names  of  Hampden  and  Sidney.  The 
legend  here  reads:  "Sacred  to  Liberty."  Thus  on  one 
token  three  firm  supporters  of  the  rights  and  happiness  or 
mankind  were  honored. 

Although  this  token  was  manufactured  by  Peter  Skid- 
more,  who  obviously  sympathized  with  Stanhope's  con- 
victions, it  may  very  well  be  that  the  dies  themselves 
xvere  sold  to  Skidmore  by  Thomas  Spence,  also  of  High 
Holborn,  and  also  a  manufacturer  and  collector  of  coins 
and  tokens. 

This  token  of  1795,  of  interest  to  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  was  presented  by  Mr.  John  P.  Maragon  of  the 
Class  of  1952.  Vox  a  knowledge  of  the  circumstances 
surrounding  its  issuance,  I  am  indebted  to  the  Keeper  of 
Coins  and  Medals  of  the  British  Museum,  who  referred 
me  in  my  search  to  the  very  helpful  publication,  The 
J'rovincial  Token-Coinage  of  the  ISth  Century,  by 
R.  Dalton  and  S.  H.  Hamer.  — W.   F.    B.

This  old  picture  of  the  first  members  of  the  Sigma  Chi 
Fraternity  at  Hampden-Sydney  has  been  recently  received 
by  the  College.  It  belonged  to  Mrs.  George  W.  Hall  of 
Hickory,  North  Carolina,  who  wrote: 

"The  old  picture  of  the  Sigma  Chi  Chapter  came  into 
my  possession  through  an  aunt  by  marriage,  Mrs.  Belle 
.^icNutt  Ramsay. 

"Her  mother,  Mrs.  May  \'enable  McNutt,  at  this 
time  [1876]  ran  a  boarding  house  at  Hampden-Sydney 
for  students.  I  do  not  know  from  what  source  my  aunt 
received  the  picture,  but  I  do  know  that  the  chapter  pre- 
sented her  w  ith  one  of  their  pins.  This  pin  is  now  in 
possession  of  Mr.  Julius  McNutt  Ramsa\'  of  \'aldese, 
N.  C.  .  .  ."  " 

Sigma  Sigma  Chapter  of  Sigma  Chi  was  established  at 
Hampden-Sydney  in  1872.  Some  of  the  members  pictured 
here  were  not  college  students,  but  attended  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,   then   located   at   Hampden-Sydney    (as, 


for  example,  R.  \'.  Reed,  later  moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  and  father 
of  Professor  Macon  Reed).  Nor  wert  all  these  men  at 
Hampden-S>'dney  at  the  same  time.  There  is  an  interval 
of  three  years,  from  1872  to  1875,  between  the  departure 
of  Boylan  Green,  '72,  and  I.  \'.  Scott,  '75,  and  the  arrival 
of  William  Wirt  Henry,  Jr.,  '77,  and  E.  W.  Speed,  '79. 

The  inference  is  that  these  portraits  were  taken  at 
different  times  following  the  establishment  of  Sigma  Chi 
at  Hampden-Sydney,  from  1872  to  1875  or  1876,  and 
finally  mounted  in  this  form  in  1876.  In  October  of  that 
year  this  copy  was  presented  to  Miss  Belle  McNutt. 

Of  interest  to  later  Hampden-Sydney  men  is  the  picture 
of  Paulus  Aeniilius  Irving,  '77,  later  professor  at  the 
I  niversity  College  of  Medicine  at  Richmond,  trustee  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  college  physician  from 
1917    to    1928. 

John  R.  Morton,  '76,  and  Archibald  A.  Owen,  '77,  as 
well  as  Dr.  Irving  and  Dr.  Reed,  had  either  sons  or 
grandsons  or  both  who  attended  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege, and  there  may  be  others.

trainer. 

Since  his  student  days  here,  Henry  has  shown 
great  managerial  ability,  a  fine  flair  for  athletic 
journalism,  and,  above  all,  a  great  love  for  Hamp- 
den-Sydnev.

Thalman  Appointed  Director 

Robert  J.  (Rob)  Thalman,  newly  appointed  football 
mentor  [The  Record,  April,  1956],  has  been  named 
Hampden-Sydney  athletic  director.  The  33-year-old 
AVheeling,  W.  ^^a.,  native  succeeds  Jim  Hickey,  who  de- 
parted March  1st  for  the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
where  he  is  on  Coach  Jim  Tatum's  football  staff. 

Thalman's  appointment  was  announced  on  May  25th 
by  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Robert,  President  of  the  College,  upon 
lecommendation  by  the  Athletic  Council  at  their  spring 
meeting  here. 

Upon  receiving  the  appointment  Thalman  commented, 
"I  sincerely  appreciate  the  vote  of  confidence  that  the 
school  has  shown  me,  and  realize  the  responsibilities  that 
the  position  carries.  I  shall  do  my  best  to  keep  the  athletic 
program  on  the  even  keel  it  has  been  in  the  past." 


Fitzgerald  Added  to  Staff 

The  appointment  of  Lemuel  Fitzgerald  to  the  post 
of  head  coach  of  track  and  assistant  coach  in  football  and 
basketball  in  early  May  brings  the  athletic  staff  to  full 
force.  Fitzgerald,  who  will  start  his  duties  September 
1st,  replaces  Rob  Thalman,  who  has  been  elevated  to 
head  football  coach  and  athletic  director.  The  an- 
nouncement was  made  by  Rob  Rrenaman,  '26,  chairman 
of  the  Athletic  Council. 

Coach  I'itzgerald  comes  to  Death  \'alley  after  a  suc- 
cessful five-year  stay  at  Richmond's  Thomas  Jefferson 
High  School,  where  he  was  associated  with  the  football 
and  track  teams.  He  handled  the  backfield  there  for  four 
years  and  tutored  highly  successful  track  teams  for  three. 

His  track  squads  at  Thomas  Jefferson  ha\e  been  among 
the  best  in  the  Old  Dominion  in  recent  years.  His  '54 
track  aggregation  copped  first  place  honors  in  the  State 
Indoor  Meet  as  well  as  the  Tidewater  Meet,  the  first 
Tidewater  crown  in  the  school's  history.    Last  year  his 


squad  ca|itured  second  place  in  the  (jroup  i  race,  and 
this  spring  walked  off  with  first  place  honors  in  the  same 
meet.    T  his  was  also  a  first  for  a  Jeff  track  squad. 

Coach  Fitzgerald,  who  is  married  and  the  father  of 
two  boys,  ages  12  and  6,  and  a  girl,  H,  is  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Richmond,  where  he  was  a  star  half- 
back on  Coach  Glen  Thistlethwaite's  teams  of  1938-41. 

After  serving  as  an  officer  in  World  War  II,  during 
which  time  he  spent  a  year  coaching  at  Camp  Davis, 
N.  C,  he  returned  to  Richmond  for  his  degree  and  gradu- 
ated in  1947.  He  returned  to  his  hometown  of  Covington 
10  coach  for  four  years,  and  then  joined  the  staff  at  Marion 
High  School  for  a  year  before  going  to  Thomas  Jefferson. 

Athletic  Director  Thalman,  a  long  time  friend  of  Fitz- 
gerald's, commented  upon  his  appointment,  "We  are 
very  happy  to  have  a  man  of  Lem's  calibre  join  our  staff. 
I  am  sure  that  he  is  going  to  be  a  big  asset  to  us.'' 

Fitzgerald  brings  to  three  the  number  of  Richmond 
graduates  on  the  athletic  staff.  In  addition  to  Thalman, 
basketball  and  baseball  coach  Lewis  Miller  took  his  de- 
gree from  Richmond. 


Tigers  Enjoy  Siiccessful  Spring 

The  spring  sports  scene  saw  the  Tigers  compile  an  over- 
all record  of  23  wins  against  20  losses  and  two  ties  and 
take  second  and  fourth  places  in  two  conference  track 
meets. 

Actually,  mainly  because  of  inexperience,  the  track  and 
tennis  aggregations  had  losing  seasons  at  3-6  and  5-8  re- 
spectively, but  an  outstanding  baseball  season  of  15  wins 
against  six  losses  and  a  pair  of  ties  was  more  than  enough 
to  give  the  Rengals  an  impressive  over-all  win  record. 

Most  notable  of  the  spring  athletic  teams  was  Coach 
AVeenie  IMiller's  baseball  aggregation,  which  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  season  was  classed  as  just  an  average  dia- 
mond club,  but  which  went  on  to  give  the  school  its  first 
Mason-Dixon  championship  by  downing  Loyola  of  Ralti- 
niore  at  Death  \^alley  for  the  title. 

The  Rengals  edged  out  arch-rival  Randolph-Macon  in 
the  southern  division  to  earn  the  right  to  meet  the  Grey- 
hounds on  May  iS  and  19,  in  the  best  two  out  of  three 
games  for  the  chamjiionship.  The  Greyhoimds  jumped 
ahead  in  the  first  game  6-4,  but  the  Tigers  countered  and 
came  from  behind  to  take  an  it-io  decision  in  the  second 
to  send  the  playoffs  into  the  tie  breaking  game.  Again  they 
had  to  come  from  behind  an  8-4  score,  but  p!a\ed  flawless 
ball  to  take  a  one  run  lead  in  the  4th  inning  and  outlast  the 
visitors  1 4- to  for  the  title. 

The  series  was  a  thriller  from  start  to  finish,  and  Rengal 
fans  are  having  a  tough  time  remembering  when  the  Cats 
have  fielded  a  squad  to  match  the  '56  champs. 

In  track,  Coach  Rob  Thalman  was  faced  with  a  short- 
age of  personnel  due  to  graduation.  Although  the  Tigers 
can  boast  of  but  three  wins,  their  season  was  much  more 
successful  than  the  record  indicates.  They  came  in  second 
behind  powerful  Roanoke  in  the  annual  Little  Eight  Meet 
held  at  Death  \^alley,  and  placed  fourth  in  a  large  field 
in  the   Mason-Dixon.     In   addition,  several   meets  slipped 
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from  the  Tigers'  grasp  at  the  hist  minute,  one  ot  u  liich 
saw  the  Cats  lose  by  a  single  point  to  Bridgewater. 

Highlight  of  the  season  came  when  junior  Jim  Frazer 
of  Richmond  sent  the  shot  put  out  for  a  distance  of 
50'  's"  for  his  second  record  in  six  days.  The  throw 
quah'hed  him  as  the  first  man  in  the  OKI  Dominion  to  pass 
the  fifty-foot  barrier. 

The  5-8  tennis  record  likewise  is  misleading,  especially 
nhen  you  consider  that  five  of  the  losses  came  at  the 
hands  of  Hig  Six  opposition.  In  the  lineup,  seniors  Joiin 
Richards  and  captain  Jim  White,  along  with  junipr  Rill 
Odom,  gave  the  Tigers  an  experienced  first  line  of  defense, 
but  depth  proved  to  be  a  weak  and  deciding  point  on  down 
the   line. 

The  Bengals  had  twin  wins  o\Tr  Roanoke  and  Bridge- 
water,  and  split  matches  with  Randolph-Macon.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  Randolph-Macon  loss  the  Bengals  were  tripped 
by  Washington  &  Lee,  Lynchburg  and  Richmond  twice, 
and  once  by  William  &  Mary. 

Despite  the  record,  much  valuable  experience  was  gained 
by  new  personnel  and  interest  in  the  sport  was  much  on 
the  increase.

BELL.  Major-General  William  L.  Bell,  Jr.,  '26,  Army 
assistant  chief  of  ordnance,  died  on  Monday,  March  19, 
1956,  at  Walter  Reed  Army  Hospital  in  Washington.  He 
was  fifty-one  years  of  age.  General  Bell  collapsed  the 
day  before  his  death,  just  one  day  after  his  promotion  to 
two-star  rank. 

General  Bell  was  born  in  Norfolk,  \'irginia,  and  attended 
Hampden-Sydney  before  entering  the  United  States  Mili- 
tary Academy  at  West  Point,  from  which  he  was  graduated 
in  1929. 

General  Bell  received  the  Legion  of  Merit  for  his  work 
in  small  arms  ammunition  production  during  World  War 
II;  the  Bronze  Star  for  expediting  supplies  to  China;  and 
the  xAnny  Commendation  Ribbon  for  his  work  in  disposal 
of  munitions  in  the  India-Burma  theater.  Just  before 
returning  to  W'ashington  early  in  1956,  he  served  as  com- 
manding general  of  the  White  Sands  Proving  Ground  in 
New  Mexico. 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  the  former  Miss  Senta  Rietzel  of 
Brooklyn;  two  daughters,  Mrs.  C.  R.  McEver,  of  Rock- 
\ille,  Maryland,  and  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Bel!  of  Wash- 
ington; and  two  grandchildren.  His  parents  reside  in 
Macon,  Georgia. 

General  Bell  and  his  wife  were  visitors  on  the  Hill 
during  the  Christmas  vacation  en  route  from  Washington 
to  New  Mexico. 

BOND.  Ivan  F.  Bond,  '20,  a  resident  of  Manassas,  Vir- 
ginia, for  the  past  three  and  a  half  years  and  a  former 
resident  of  Harrisonburg  and  Alexandria,  died  at  his  home 
following  a  long  illness. 

A  son  of  the  late  Edwin  T.  and  Florence  J.  Bond,  he 
was  born  in  Remington,  Indiana,  on  May  2,  1896.  He 
was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Indiana  and  later 
attended  Hampden-Sydney,  but  left  to  enlist  in  the  United 
States  Army  and   served  overseas  in  World  War   I.

1933  he  moved  to  \'irginia  and  was  associated  with  the 
Wallace-Herring  Lumber  Company  in  .\le.xandria  for  the 
next  sixteen  years.  In  1950  he  went  to  Harrisonburg, 
where  he  and  his  brother-in-law  started  the  Bond  Lumber 
Company.  He  was  later  associated  with  the  Manassas 
Lumber  Corporation. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Miss  Kate  Cox  of 
Farmville;  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Larrie  D.  McNeill,  of  Har- 
risonburg; tVo  sisters,  Mrs.  Leslie  Nichols,  of  Oxford, 
Indiana,  and  Mrs.  N.  Lawton  Mahan  of  Charlottesville;

newspapers  published  in  Halifax  County— The  Rccord-Ad- 
xcrliscr  and  the  South  Boston  A'.-n'.f.  These  newspapers 
under  his  management  had  developed  into  outstanding 
publications.  Mr.  Clarke  was  always  alert,  looking  to 
the  welfare  of  his  fellow  citizens  and  to  the  betterment 
of  liis  county  and  of  his  state.  He  was  an  able  editorial 
writer,  perfectly  fearless  and  ready  to  champion  any  cause 
in  which  he  believed. 

Mr.  Clarke  served  in  World  War  I  with  gallantry  over- 
seas as  an  officer,  having  risen  from  the  ranks.  He  grad- 
uated from  Hampden-Sydney.  and  was  exceedingly  popular 
and  highly  regarded.  He  was  a  most  loyal  alumnus  and 
never  failed  to  express  his  gratitude  for  what  the  college 
had  done  for  him.  Immediately  after  graduating,  he  taught 
school  and  served  as  principal  of  both  the  Turbeville 
and  Scottsburg  High  Schools  of  Halifax  County,  but 
thirty  years  ago  he  entered  the  newspaper  field,  in  which 
he  was  imminently  successful.  The  two  papers  which 
he  published  served  well  and  faithfully  and  their  infiuence 
went  far  beyond  the  limitations  of  the  county. 

Mr.  Clarke  had  done  a  great  deal  of  traveling  and  less 
than  two  years  ago  he  spent  twelve  months  in  Europe, 
where  his  interest  in  the  newspaper  business  continued 
as  a  foreign  correspondent. 

Morell  Clarke,  or  '■Molly"  as  he  was  called  by  his 
hosts  of  friends,  was  one  of  the  most  lovable  and  kindest 
of  men  and  his  death  has  left  a  void  in  Halifax  County 
and  in  ,1  large  part  of  Southside  Virginia.  He  will  long  be 
missed  by  his   friends  who  were  legion.

HSC  Receives  Ford  Check 

Hampden-Sydney  has  received  a  check  for  $45,000  from 
the  Ford  Foundation  as  the  first  two  payments,  part  of 
a  $260  million  grant  to  630  private  educational  institu- 
tions to  help  raise  faculty  salaries. 

President  Joseph  C.  Robert  commented :  "We  are 
extremely  grateful  for  this  help  in  the  important  realm 
of  professorial  salaries.  The  Ford  Foundation  grant  is 
generalh'  acclaimed  as  the  largest  single  gift  for  educa- 
tional purposes  e\er  made. 

"We  must  not  forget,  however,  that  the  grant  under- 
scores rather  than  settles  the  financial  problems  of  the 
colleges.  At  Hampden-Sydney,  for  example,  the  income 
from  the  grant  will  represent  approximately  one  per  cent 
of  our  annual  budget  .  .  . 
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
